counties whose unincorporated areas are entirely without service: Lincoln, Wahkiakum and Kittitas (although in some cases
there may be interlocal agreements in place to provide service to these unincorporated areas, due to the nature of these
contracts, which fall outside the Federal definition of a Legal Service Area, the resident population has not been included in the
count of those served). There are 3 counties with incomplete service: Cowlitz, San Juan and Skagit. Multiple library service

areas combine to provide for full unincorporated county coverage in Adams County.
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
